25 BiſhIps and Biſhops, and the Book of Common-Pzapyer, are both ſetled 

and eſtabliſhed by the Laws of the Land; Het divers Fanaticks, and 0s 

ther perſons given to change, doe take the boldneſs not onely to depꝛave the 

one, and to ſpeak irreverently of the other: but doc obſtmately refuſe to 

ſubmit to that Government, and to uſe that foꝛm of Pꝛaper, in high con- 

tempt, and dcrogation of thoſe Laws, (which becauſein ſomeit may pꝛo⸗ 

ceed from ignoꝛance of the Law, foꝛ which there is ſome pꝛetence, by rea⸗ 

ſon of the long intermiſſion of Juſtice, occaſioned by the late conkuſions.) 

We doe therefoꝛe publiſh and Declare that thoſe Laws are ſtill in foꝛce and 

that we are fully reſolved, by all fair and lawful ways and means to coun⸗ 

fenance and luppoꝛt the ſame, and in oꝛder thereunto, we do hereby require all perſons whatſoever, to 

give due obedience to the ſaid Eccleſiaſtical Government, and to confoꝛm themlſcives to the ſaid Book 

of Common⸗Pꝛaper, and to the pꝛactiſe thereof, as the onely publique foꝛm of ſerving God, eſtabliſhed 

and allowed to be in this Realm; And we do further require all Magiſtrates Eccleſiaſtical and Civil, 

and all other Officers and Miniſters of Juſtice to pꝛoceed with all juſt ſeverity againſt the contemners 

of the ſaid Government oꝛ Common⸗Pꝛaper Book, either by diſobedience, by repzoachful wozds, oꝛ 
otherwiſe, as they will anſwer the contrary at their utmoſt perils,
